Neural Leprosy 

Some of the others are not 30 
fortunate. But there fs nothing 
of tho Biblical snow-whiteness 
about them; that disease fa un- 
known among Europeans. . 

Leprosy takes two genoral 
forms. The neural type attacks 
the nerves, beginning with the 
tiny nerves of the skin. The vic- 
tim gradually loses all sense of 
pain. At first, pin-pricks would 
be felt, but the touch of cotton- 
wool would ‘be unnoticed. 

Dr... Cochrane found two _ suf- 
forers,.one-a woman who burned 
herself with a hot-water bottle 
and a man who burned himself at 
his work, both without feoling 
any pain. 

The nerve destruction goos on, 
the optic'nerve Is killed, the 
muscles, deprived of nerve con- 
trol, clamp the hands and twist 
the face, but the sufferer may live 
for a norma! span -of life.

We cannot always afford to bind 
them {fn costly leather, but that 
docs not really matter. The best 
binding. is shoe-leather, Tho 
Gospel of the Son of God fs at {ts 
best when it is being tramped out 
on the common streets of Ife: 
Its love Is warmest and its power 
most resistless as {t’ comes to 
othera in the common give-nnd- 
take of dally touch in-home and 
shop, office and atrect. ; 

Of course there was n_ special 
touch of inspfration in tho original 
Gospels. The Holy Spirit brood- 
ed over the men who wrote them 
{na very svecial way. They aro 
the standard works. But just as 
they differ from each other, ° 80 
will ours be different. .The Gos- 
pels which we write with the pens 
of our lives nnd bind together 
with the shoe-leather of our daily 
rounds will be coloured. .by our 
personalities, our habits of thought, 
the tinge of tho 
through which we have passed. 

That is the Master’s plan, and 
very often it {s- the crowd's only 
chance of ever hearing and know- 
ing who and what He is.

If one recalls the 
agony endured by Wagner before 
some of the plots of “The Ring” 
were clearly defined, and then the 
further yeara of working out the 
themes, and tho’ delays in finding 
‘a backer to put up the money, and 
all the intrigues before tho cast 
was decided, wo muat admit that 
Opera has xstablished a record.

CONTRACT

Paris, Yesterday. 
A contract has been signed 


here between :the French Gov-|. 
ernment for the establishment} 


of a direct wireless telephone 
service between France and the 
United States, thus breaking 
the British monopoly of wire- 
less telephonic communications 
between Europe and America. 
It is stated by tho press to have 
been largely brought about by the 
British Post Office's recent action 
in rofusing to permit the trans- 
mission to the United States of
